MADRID, Nov. 4.—A most startling message 
was received late last night from a smal! vu - 


lage nearthe city of Sant Ander, capital of „ 


the Province of that name, and situated a 
little over 200 miles from this city, aunoune - 
ing a terrificexplosion of dynamite, which 
had killed the Governor of the Province and 
a large number of people, including several 
of the leading citizens, and which had also 
set fire to the city and caused immense dam- 
age on all sides. 

Further particulars were unobtainable last 
night,owing to the fact that all the telegraph 
wires in the vicinity of Sant Ander have been 
blown down by the explosion, but dispatches 
are now arriving from the village of Boo, 
which bring particulars concerning this 
really terrible disaster. 

The news which reaches here this morning 
is to the effect that a steamship believed to 
be the steamer Volo (British), of 870 tons, 
which reached sant Ander from Cardiff, 
caught fire yesterday evening, to the intense 
alarm of the port officials, who feared that 
the fames would cause further damage 
to shipping, to the quay near 
which she was jmoored and to 
houses in the vicinity. The officials

, to the scene, the Governor of the province, 


the chief municipal officers and many of the 
leading citisens of the town superintending 
the efforts to subdue the fire on board the 
Volo. 

Suddenly there was cries -of alarm from 
those working about the Volo and the alarm- 
ing news was spread with rapidity that the 
ship was loaded with dynamite and that the 
flames were rapidly approaching the terrible 
cargo. 

Before the crowd hadtimeto rush back- 
ward tuere was a dull roar, followed by a 
fearful burst of fame and a deafening ex 
plosion which blew the quay into fragments, 
set fre to a number of adjacent houses and 
smashed the windows in every house for 
miles around. 

The inhabitants, after the explosion, were 
reduced toa state of the most abject terror, 
and the most alarming reports were circu- 
lated as to the loss of life caused by the ex- 

‘plosion. Some of them had it that hundreds 
of lives were lost and others claimed that 
only fifty were killed by the force of the ex- 


plosion.

HAD IT POSTPONED. 


New Evidence to Be Brought Out in 
the Schaefer Inquest. 


This morning Deputy Coroner Rohlfing was 
to have held an inquest on the remains of 
George Schaeferand Thomas Scott, the en- 
gineer and fireman who were killed in the 
explosion of the Iron Mountain locomotive at 
the foot of Neosho street, in Carondelet, last 
Thursday night about 10 o’clock, but Henry 
Johannes, father-in-law of the dead en- 
gineer, called at the Ooroner’s office and 
stated that he wished to introduce some ex- 
pert testimony asto the condition of the 
boller at the time of the explosion. 
He said he had several witnesses whose 
names he did not know, who claimed that 
the regular engineer on the fatal run refused 
to take the ill-fated engine out of the yards, 
and added that several other engineers had 
made the same refusal. He claimed also 
that when the engine came in off its 
last trip, a day or so before Thursday, 
ite doller was in a leaking condition and that 


it had not been repaired. | — 
FN Schaefer Knew 
that the engine was leaking when he took it 
out on the trip, but the presumption is that 
be could not have failed to learn the 
condition of the engine when several 
other engineers were about the yards at the 


time. 
MRS. SCHAEFER’S STATEMENT. 


The claim made by the Iron Mountain of- 
ficials that the engineer allowed the boiler 
to run dry and that this caused the ex- 
plosionis said to have been refuted by 
Mrs. Schaefer, wife of the deceased, wh 
lives at 1823 South Ninth street. She 
claims that her husband had only tun the 
engine from the foot of Lesperance street to 
the foot of Neosho street, and that there was 
water inthe engine when he started. She 
claims that from the time the 
engine started on the trip to 
the time ot the explosion only 


fifteen minutes had expired and that the 
engine could not have exploded in that time 
for the want of water. 

Deputy Coroner Rohlfing at the inquest of 
Mr. Johannes ordered the inquest postponed 
until to-morrow morning at 10 o’clock and 
gave him several blank subpoenas, so that 
he could fill them out with names and serve 
them on the witnesses hg claims to have.

Three Men and One Woman the Vic- 
tims of a Mob’s Vengeance. 


THEY WERE CHARGED WITH THEFT 
AND BARN-BUREING. 


Vigtiantes in Hot Chase of the Murderers 
of the Akeson Fami in Nebraska 
The Sheriff, With His Prisoners, 
Eludes the Pursuing Party—It Was a 
Cold-Blooded Crime—Details of the 
Weeping Water Tragedy. 


TULLAHOMA, Tenn., Nov, 4.—A mob of over 
200 men, all mounted on horses and part of 
them masked, fromthe west end of Moore 
‘County, went to Ned Waggoner’s house and 
took out Waggoner and his son William, his 
son-in-law, Sam Motlow, and Sam Motlow’s 
wife, Eliza, and hanged them toa tree on 
the Boonvilie turnpike. They were all 
negroes. 

Ned Waggoner’s wife was terribly whipped 
and given three days in which to leave the 
county. In the house at the time the 
negroes were taken out were Henry Motlow 
and Jeff Wise, a boy 12 years old. They state 
that they did not recognize any of the mob, 

All the negroes hanged were said to be 
desperate characters. They were charged 
with house and barn burning, they having 
been overheard making their plans. The 
mob, it appears, were sure of their guilt. 
The trouble originated from Ed Waggoner 
being convicted and sent tothe penitentiary 
last year for stealing wheat from a Mr. 
Woomack, a farmer in that part of the 
country. Sam Motlow’s wife last year en- 
tered Mr. Hobbs’ house and robbed and then 
burned it. Motlow was a desperate char- 
acter and attempted to kill John Powers, son 
ofa prominent man of that county, a few 
weeks ago. The negroes were charged ;with 
burning Mr. Hobbs’ house last year, Mr. 
Spencer’s barn two weeks ago, and other 
barns recently. 

Ned Waggoner wasa rather large negro, 
and it is supposed the first attempt of the 
lynchers was unsuccessful in his case, as a 
broken rope with a hangman’s knot was 
found under the tree near him and anotber 
one had been procured from the well bucket 
ofa near neighbor, by which rope he was 
found hanging. 

The bodies were discovered by the driver of 
the Lynchburgand Fayetteville stage soon 
after daylight this morning. 15 


AKESON’S MURDEREBS. 


An Infuriated Mob Ready to String Them 
Up. 

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 4.—Asa sequel to the 
tragedy near Weeping Water last Wednes- 
day, in which Matthew Akeson lost his life, 
two men will probably die at the hands ofan 
infuriated mob at Plattsmouth to-day. 

The men whose lives are in jeopardy are 
Harry Hill, alias George Rogers, and John 
Benwell. 

They were last night arrested at Lincoln 
and were identified this morning by Akeson’s 
son and taken to Plattsmouth, the county 


seat of Cass County. 

The crime which they committed was a 
particularly brutal one. Robbery was the 
incentive and the murderers were indebted 
to their victim for their food and shelter. 

Saturday two strangers went to Akeson’s 
place and applied for assistance. Both were 
able-bodied men and when offered wofk in 
the corn field, they accepted. 

They were kept at the house over Sunday. 
Monday they went to work husking corn. As 
huskers they were hardly phenomenals, and 
when Tuesday night came Akeson discharged 
them, paying each his wages for two days. 

Wednesday they wentto Weeping Water 
and bought a chea 88-caliber revolver. 
They then disappeared from the town. 

Just after the Akeson family sat down to 
supper that night the door of the farm house 
was thrown open and into the dining-room 
stalked the two ex-shuckers. 

Throw up your hands!“ commanded the 
one who bought the pistol.

If the truth were known it would probably 
appear that vaccination has not accom- 
plished all that Jenner hoped for it. Seeing 
his discovery so universally accepted at the 
outset, seeing it nip epidemics of small-pox 
u the bud, and so vastly reuuce the mortal- 
ity within a few years, he would have been 
strangely unimaginative had he not dreamed 
of a day when vaccination skould so fully 
have triumphed as to have banished small- 
pox from the world forever. In theory 
such a hope found ample warrant. The 
human body furnishes the only soil; so far as 
Known, on which the germs of this disease 
can multiply and retain their virulence. 
Vaccination renders the body no 1 
habitable for these If therefore 
entire race could be given immunity 3 
vaccination, time being allowed or 
the destruction of such unproductive germs 
as had found temporary 1

THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 

There is fo no reason Why the business 
world should not wake up and renew Its 
wonted activities. The panic of 1808 was a 
monéy-lenders’ scare. It was not caused 
by the dislocation in the productive or dis- 
tributive agencies of commerce. Demand 
was on the increase and nothing threaten- 
ing appeared on the mercantile horizon. 
The promised reform of the revenue system 
of the Government may have altered some 
calculations and caused many to make 
such changes in their estimates 
as were necessary to adapt them 
to the newer and healthier condi- 
tions. But all such changes were 
in the way of preparation fora more ex- 
tended trade to be made possible by a re- 
moval of oppressive and unwise restric- 
tions. The only element of uncertainty 
was the financial policy of the Govern- 
ment. Men with money to lend knew not 
what the future standard was to be and 
had no guarantee that the dollar they 
loaned would come back to them or 
whether they would be forced to accépt 
one more or less depreciated in value. 
And they locked up their funds until the 
guarantee was given. 

There is now no cloud on the financial 

sky. The United States have, by the re- 
peal of the Sherman bullion purchase law, 
declared their purpose to. sustain all 
money at par and make every dollar in 
circulation as good as any other dollar. 
We cannot go to a silver monometallic 
basis. That danger is past. Banks 
with carefully guarded surpluses have 
now no excuse for over-cau- 
tion in dealing with their customers. 
Business men in possession of an assured 
trade and men desiring to tndertake new 
enterprises ex pect generous treatment from 
money owners and there is no reason to 
believe that their expectations will be dis- 
appointed. The lender now has motive to 
unlock his hoards and let them be used in 
extending business and opening up the 
yet undeveloped resources of the country. 
But there is another fear which may 
make business men timid in borrowing 
and risking capital in industrial and trade 
ventures—the fear that gold appreciation 
will progressively depress prices. A steady 
fallin prices is always a check upon the 
extension of old enterprises and the initia- 
tion of new ones. ' 
This fear, however, may only promote 4 
healthy conservatism among business 
men. And it may be still more usefal if it 
compels a careful study of monetary 
science which shall contribute toward the 
final settlement of the financial system of 
the country upon a basis of honest and 
practicable bimetallism.

The failure of the general deficiency bill 
is another example of senatorial’ imbecility 
and selfishness.

Onio, III., Nov. 4.—As the result of two 
burglars entering the house of Frank B. 
Wheeler at Wilmette, near this city, this 
morning, one of the intruders was killed, the 
house was fred, and Mrs. Cron, the mother - 
in-law of the householder, after having been 
beaten by the robbers, was burned to death. 

Mr. Wheeler was awhkeped by a noise in 
the house and securing two revolvers began 
an investigation. Upon entering the upper 
hall he saw a light in Mrs.Cron’s room and a 
pile of plunder before her door. 

Starting towards the door he saw his 
mother-in-law lying on the floor, her face 
and head covered with blood, and before he 
could enter a man rushed from the room and 
past him down the stairs. : 

Mr. Wheeler opeued fire. At the first shot 
the burglar stumbled, and as five more bul- 
lets followed in rapid succession he fell un- 
conscious in the lower hallway. 

At that moment another man, alarmed by 
his comrade’s fate, broke from the hall and 
started across the adjacent prairie with 
Wheeler in hot pursuit. After émptying his 
remaining revolver ani losing sight of his 
man Mr. Wheeler returned to find tiis hou 
ablaze, probably fired by the burglars to 
cover the evidence of their crime. 

Help was calied, but it was too late to save 
Mrs. Cron, who wasdead whentaken from 
the house, her head and limbs having been 
burned away. Tue fre was extinguished 
before the bullding was consumed. 

The injured burglar, with six bullet in his 
body, was removed to Evanston, but he died 
on the way. He was well dressed, about 25 
years of age, and had the appearance of hav- 
ing been a clerk or a professional man.

GUARANTEE INVESTMENT CO. 


The Multiple Bond Scheme Will Be Sub- 
jected to Changes. 

Once, Ill., Nov. 4.—The Guarantee In- 
vestment Co. have backed down and have 
decided to make such changes in their‘‘mul- 
tiple bond’’ scheme as shall bring it within 
the provisions of the federal statute against 
lotteries. They are now sending out circu- 
lars stating that they have won their case 
and that the contentions with the post-office 


authorities are settled. 

The indictments are still hanging over the 
officers of the company, and District Attor- 
ney Milchrist says the cases will be vigor- 
ously pushed when called. 

President McDonala says the change in the 
scheme is a compromise with the Govern- 
ment. Heshows letters purporting to have 
been written by John L. Thomas, Assistant 
Attorney-General of the United States. and 
claims that the latter indorses the plan, and 
that the points complained of were purely 
technical. He also claims that Inspector 
Stuart of the Postal Secret Service reported 
their methods straightforward and correct. 
Inspector Stuart emphatically denies this. 

The Guarantee company yesterday settled 
the suits brought against it by Frank Whalen 
and Henry Burns by returningthe amount 
they had paid in and by paying the costs of 
the suits. 

In its circulars the company claims that all 
difficulties with the Federal Government 
have been settied, but contradicts itself in 
the same Circular by the statement that when 
the case is called in the Federal Court a nolle 
prosequie will doubtless be entered.

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GEN. HENDERSON In ros. 
He Discusses His Visit to the Impris- _ 


Gen, John B. Henderson is in the city on 
legal and other business. He says his visit 
to the County Court Judges of St. Clair last 
week, in jall at Kansas City for contempt for 
la llure to order a levy to meet judgments on 
defaulting county bonds, was very much 
exaggerated as published. Gen. Henderson 
and the judges have always been on 
the friendly terms. He was the 


firstto suggest an acceptance of 50 cents 
on the dollar and has not been a party to 
their incarceration. The debt of St. Clair 
County was contracted under the act of 1868 
by the Republican Judges of the County 
Court for the construction of a railroad, 
never constructed or intended to be when 
the bonds were issued. The amount ot the 
bonds issued was $225,000, with interest at the 
rate of 10 per cent, payable semi-annually. 
The debt now amounts to between $850, 
and $900,000, and is increasing at the rate 
of about $25,000a year. The largest holders 
of the bonds, represented by Gen. Henderson 
and John H. Overall have offered to compro- 
mise by the acceptance of twenty year bonds 
to the amount of half the debt, drawing 4 
per cent interest. This question has been 
submitted to the voters several times and 
defeated. The bonds are all in judgment, 
and the County Court judges, refusing 

a —— to meet these ju nts, are in 
forthe last ten years the judges are 
on their positive pledge that they 
f elected subject themselves to im- 
prisonment and not make the levy during 
their term of office. This they have so far 
carried out to the letter. Some years 
ago a levy was and 
about $15,000 realized. 8 was 
in one of the Osceola banks, which recently 
failed and is lost to both. These banks had 
done much to prevent compromise betw 
the county and the creditors. St. Clair is 
one of the average counties of the State, but 
its growth and prosperity has been retarded 
by the bond question. 

Gen. Henderson, while residing in Wash- 
ington, considers himself a citizen of St. 
Louls. He still holds his property here, and 
is likely to return toit inafew years. For 
investments, he says, it is the best and safest 
place in the country, and its steady and sub- 
stantial growth insures the continuance of 
this condition. Investments in St. Louis and 
in Missouri county bonds have made this gen- 
tleman a millionaire. 

Gen. Henderson is not very communicative 
on the monetary situation. He does not an- 
ticipate much improvement in the situation 
by the re 1 of the Sherman act. The 
meeting of Congress and the result he con- 
siders as much ado about nothing. He de- 
clined to discuss it from a political stand- 
point,, declaring thathe was enti out of 
politics and would not again go into it or ac- 
cept any political office for love or money.
